pounds of cocaine, the U.S. 
Bureau of Customs has an­ 
nounced. 
That quantity of narcotic 
would sell for $500,000 to $1 
million, customs agents said. 
Norton was held in San Fran­ 
cisco city prison on suspicion of 
conspiracy and having narcot­ 
ics until the court appearance 
when bail and a date for a 
preliminary hearing were to be 
set. 
Norton was arrested in 1968 
in E scalo n , San Jo aq u in 


County, and charged with nar­ 
cotics violations. 
The events preceeding the 
Friday arrest began Tuesday 
when the cocaine was allegedly 
found taped to the bodies of 
Cheryl Dubbert, 21, of Los An­ 
geles and Mary Hildreth, 22, of 
Cambridge, Mass. at Los Ange­ 
les International Airport. 
Customs agents said the two- 
were searched because their 
flight had originated in Lima, 
Peru, a major source of co­ 
caine. 


They agreed to go through 
with the delivery in San Fran­ 
cisco, agents said. 


Arrested with Norton were 
Jan Goodman and Hillary Turn­ 
er, both 22 and from Beverly 
Hills.

Nixon Asks 
Fund To Aid 
Job Training 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -P re si­ 
dent Nixon asked Congress 
Monday to help get Americans 
off the jobless rolls by provid­ 
ing $2 billion for states, 
counties and cities to operate 
manpower training programs 
tailored to local needs. 


In a special message to the 
House and Senate, the Presi­ 
dent essentially renewed his 
request of last March for such a 
program —one of six revenue 
sharing proposals which failed 
to make headway in the first 
session of the 92nd Congress. 


The President told the law­ 
makers the need for action on 
job training is even greater 
now. “There are few issues of 
greater concern today, to the 
Congress and the President, 
than the state of the American 
econooy,” he said. 
When the President first sent 
the legislation to congress 
March 4, the adm inistration 
was confidently predicitng an 
early upturn in the economy. 
However, the unemployment 
rate hovered around the 6 per 
cent recession level all of last 
year and- had declined only to 
5.9 per cent by last month. 
The President said his pro­ 
gram —if enacted —would help 
combat unemployment and in­ 
crease the American worker’s 
productivity. 
“We are concerned about the 
individual American —con­ 
cerned that he learn the skills 
to gain employment or learn 
more skills to gain better em­ 
ployment,” Nixon said. 


House Labor Panel 
Rejects Docks Plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
congressional subcommittee re­ 
jected today President Nixon’s 
emergency plan to force an 
immediate end to the West 
Coast dock strike, voting in­ 
stead to permit him to ask for a 
60-day injunction to require 
strikers to load certain cargo.

LONDON (UPI) - Britain, 
which abandoned its shillings 
and pence coins in favor of 
decimal money a year ago, will 
switch from quarts and yards 
to liters and meters by the end 
of 1975, the government an­ 
nounced today. 
It said in an official white 
paper that there will be no 
sudden switchover on a “M-for- 
metric day” like “D-day” on 
Feb. 15, 1971 when Britain 
scrapped its old money and 
‘‘went decimal.” 


First Reform Since 1925 
— Effective In 60 Days 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon signed 
today a new federal law aimed at regulating the 
raising and spending of election funds for presi­ 
dential and congressional candidates in the high 
cost era of television campaigning. 
Nixon called the bill realistic 
and enforceable. 


The new measure, effective 
in 60 days, becomes the first 
reform in campaign spending in 
nearly half a century, replacing 
the outmoded and toothless 1925 
Corrupt Practices Act. 


It placed a ceiling on the 
amount that may be spent this 
year on behalf of presidential 
candidates, including primaries 
where affected. 


It also requires stiffer, peri­ 
odic financial reports, and 
brings under control the myriad 
political fund-raising commt- 
tees which in the past were able 
to circumvent spending restric­ 
tions. 
Under a formula allowing 
roughly 10 cents a voter, each 
party will be permitted to 
spend up to $13.9 million on 
plugging their 1972 presidential 
nominees, but only about $8.4 


million may lie used for televi­ 
sion and radio messages. 


This compares with the $12.6 
million spent by the Republi­ 
cans in the 1968 Nixon cam­ 
paign and the $6.1 million used 
by the Democrats in Hubert H. 
Humphrey’s losing effort four 
years ago. 


In signing the bill Nixon said 
it was “an important step for­ 
ward in an area which has been 
of great public concern.” 


He added; “ Because I share 
that concern, I am pleased to 
give my approval to this bill.” 
Nixon, who waited until the 
deadline to sign the legislation, 
said in a statement that it “will 
guard against campaign abuses 
and will work to build public 
confidence in the integrity in 
the electoral process.”

More N. Ireland 
Protests Vowed 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland 
(UPI)—Civil Rights leaders 
shrugged off police prosecutign 
against them Monday for stag­ 
ing a protest parade this week­ 
end and said more demonstra­ 
tions would be held throughout 
.Northern Ireland on Wednes­ 
day. 
A police statement said 30 
leading particiants in Sun­ 
day's peaceful march in the 
border town of Newry would be 
ordered to appear in court 
there Feb. 16 to answer charges 
they violated the government’s 
ban on parades. 
The statement said a “large 
proportion” of those being 
served with summonses are 
civil rights leaders and mem­ 
bers of the Northern Ireland 
and British Parliaments who 
represent Catholic districts in 
the Province. 
A police spokesman declined 
to name the 30 until they ap­ 
pear in court. But he said they 
were those who were positively 
identified by security forces as 
having participated in the 30- 
minute peaceful procession. 
UPI newsmen at the scene 
estimated that 20,000 mainly 
Catholic demonstrators partici­ 
pated in the march, making it 
the largest protest parade in 
Northern Ireland’s 50-year his­ 
tory. 
The dem onstrators aban­ 
doned their planned route 
through the center of Newry at 
the first sign of confrontation 
with police blocking their way 
and turned back to their start­ 
ing point on the town’s out­ 
skirts. 
The leaders of the march 
included Bernadette Devlin, the 
fiery militant civil rights lead­ 
er, and member of parliament 
who scratched and clawed Bri­ 
tish Home Secretary Reginald 
Maudling last week, during a 
British parliam entary debate 
on Northern Ireland.

House Demos 
Seek Closing 
Of Loopholes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - As a 
price for support of the first 
stage of President Nixon’s $50 
billion debt boost, key House 
Democrats today demanded 
that Nixon commit himself to 
closing loopholes which closing 
loopholes which they said are 
draining off billions in tax reve­ 
nues. 
Unless Congress directs the 
President to submit such an 
anti-loophole plan, the Demo­ 
crats said in a letter to all 
House members, they will vote 
against a $20 billion increase in 
the government debt ceiling 
recommended by the Ways and 
Means Committee. 
The House vote comes later 
this week, and on past perform­ 
ance could be close. The in­ 
crease, from $430 billion to $4.50 
billion, is less than half the $50 
billion Nixon said he must have 
to keep abreast of government 
bills during the years. 
TWO-STEP APPROACH 
Another ceiling increase al­ 
most surely will be needed by 
summer. Ways and Means 
Committee members recom­ 
mended the two-step approach, 
some acting for political impact 
and others in the belief it would 
encourage fiscal restraint. 
Tying the debt bill to a loop­ 
hole closing provision was the 
idea of Rep. Henry S. Ruess, D- 
Wis., who recently disclosed 
that despite a 1969 tax reform 
law that was supposed to bring 
everybody under the tent, more 
than 100 multimillionaries were 
able to escape income taxes 
altogether in 1970. 
The Democratic Study Group, 
comprising about 150 generally 
liberal House D em ocrats, 
grabbed the concept and 15 of 
its members signed a “ dear 
colleague” letter announcing 
their plans to implement it. 
Their estimates of potential 
tax losses from existing loop­ 
holes reportedly ranged as high 
as $50 billion yearly, though a 
more common estimate was $5 
billion to $6 billion. 
ORDER RULE 
They said they would ask the 
House Rules Committee Tues­ 
day to clear the debt bill to the 
House floor under a rule mak­ 
ing it in order to consider an 
amendment requiring the Pres­ 
ident to submit by May 1 legis­ 
lation that would close legal 
escape batches from federal 
income, estate and gift taxes. 
They said a similar amend­ 
ment was approved by Con­ 
gress in 1968, resulting in the 
1969 Tax Reform Law that lim­ 
ited “ tax preferences” but 
which failed its announced pur­ 
pose to require that every per­ 
son with substantial income 
drop at least some of it in the 
government pot. 
“ Now we ask the House to 
make the same requirement of 
President Nixon,” they said. 
“ If such a provision is not 
included in the legislation, we 
intend to vote against the pro­ 
posed increase in the debt ceil­ 
ing, and we urge you to vote 
’no’ also.” 
One tax provision viewed as a 
loophole by critics is the ex­ 
emption for state and municipal 
bonds.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — If it 
decides to propose a “ valuead- 
ded tax,” the administration 
hopes it will be able to raise $18 
billion each year and cut home­ 
owners’ property taxes in half.

U.S. Chamber President Attacks 
Nixon Budget As Inflationary 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-U .S. 
Chamber of Commerce Presi­ 
dent Archie K. Davis today 
criticized President Nixon’s 
“ full employment” budget and 
said that continued red-ink 
spending by the federal govern­ 
ment insures prolonged infla­ 
tion. 
In remarks prepared for a 
meeting of the Detroit Econom­ 
ic Club in the motor city today, 
Davis said the growing size of 
the federal bureaucracy and 
the virtually unchecked power 
of big labor unions were the 
real source of the nation’s eco­ 
nomic problems. 
The administration has esti­ 
mated a deficit of $38.8 billion 
in the fiscal year ending June 
30 and a $25.3 billion deficit for 


the following 12 months. But if 
the economy were running at 
full employment, defined as 4 
per cent unemployment, the ad­ 
ministration says the current 
deficit would shrink to $8.1 bil­ 
lion and disappear altogether in 
fiscal 1973. 


Davis, a North Carolina bank­ 
er, said this full employment 
concept means that “ whenever 
there is a lag in business, gov­ 
ernment runs actual deficits 
but when we reach full employ­ 
ment, there are no surpluses. 
“ Continued growth of govern­ 
ment, accompanied by ever- 
recurring deficits, simply pro­ 
vides a built-in mechanism for 
upward prices,” he said. 
Davis said the wage-price 
control program had set rea­ 


sonable goals but achieved 
“ questionable 
performance.” 
He especially criticized the Pay 
Board for approving wage set­ 
tlements above its 5.5 per cent 
pay increase guidelines.

The measure would restrict 
the amount any Californian 
could accumulate to $2.5 million 
and limit the amount anyone 
could inherit to $1 million, ex­ 
cept for a surviving spouse.

SACRAMENTO - Los Ange­ 
les County Assessor Philip Wat­ 
son's ballot initiative to fix lim­ 
its on homeowner and business 
taxes was branded today as a 
“Trojan horse” by Sen. Peter 
H. Behr, R-San Rafael. 
The initiative, which qualified 
Friday for the November bal­ 
lot, would limit property tax 
assessements to 1.75 per cent of 
m arket value and shift all wel­ 
fare and school costs to the 
state, among other things. 
Behr acknowledged that the 
initiative “sounds like the an­ 
swer to a property taxpayer’s 
prayer, but there are hidden 
defects in the initiative which 
will produce only financial and 
administrative disorder.” 
Revenue to fund the new 
state program s, he noted, 
wuld come from increasing 
the sales tax by two cents, 
corporation taxes from 3.4 to 11 
per cent, cigarette taxes from 
10 to 20 cents per pack, and 
hard liquor tax from 50 cents to 
$2.50 a gallon. 
Behr disputed Watson’s pre­ 
diction that these increased tax­ 
es will result in a $687 million 
surplus, pointing instead to an 
estimate by Legislative Analyst 
A. Alan Post that it would leave 
a $696 million deficit. It would 
be very difficult to close the 
deficit, the senator said, espe­ 
cially since the initiative also 
would require a two-thirds vote 
by the Legislature to hike tax­ 
es. 
Behr also scored the initiative 
for providing too little money 
for schools. The current level of 
support to schools is $911 per 
average daily attendance, a 
sum the initiative would cut to 
$285. he said. 
The senator also criticized 
the initiative for failing to pro­ 
vide for renter relief and for 
providing “a huge windfall to 
corporations with large land 
holdings and insurance compa­ 
nies.” He cited Post’s estimate 
th a t in su ra n c e co m p an ies 
would pay $147 million a year 
less in taxes under the initia­ 
tive. 
M a rin ’s o th e r le g is la to r, 
AssemblymanWilliam T. Bag- 
ley, R-San Rafael, also has 
denounced the Watson initia­ 
tive. Attacking what he argued 
would be its unfair boon to big 
corporations, Bagley has said 
that “if you liked the Lockheed 
loan, you’ll iove the Watson 
initiative.”

Ireland, 
where today there is taking 
place a march lor civil righte 
at Ne wry. in Northern Ire­ 
land.” the pontiff said 
“Our love makes us anx­ 
ious.” the Pope said.“ Wre ob­ 
serve with sorrow the acts and 
threats of violence there.” 


The pope spoke before the 
civil rights march, at Ncwry 
which the British government 
vowed to halt with reinforced 
army troops. The m archers 
stopped when they saw British 
troops, avoiding violent con­ 
frontation. 
It was the second time in as 
many days the Pope spoke pub­ 
licly on the situation in North­ 
ern Ireland. 
Saturday he sent a message 


to Cardinal William Conway, 
the primate of Northern Ire­ 
land, which contained "an ap­ 
peal for “no more violence.” 


The Pope also mentioned his 
meeting Saturday with U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Wald­ 
heim and voiced support for the 
U.N. peacekeeping mission in 
the world. 


“Once again, we have been 
able to observe the high aims 


which it (the United Nations) 
proposes, first among them that 
of educating the world to con­ 
cord and collaboration,” the 
Pope said. 
The pontiff said tha United 
Nations is a “great and fragile” 
edifice which needs “the confid­ 
ence and support of all, so that 
it can truly prevent and settle 
the world’s conflicts and pro­ 
mote and defend the rights of 
man.”

with reporters and orchestra 
supporters.

Ozawa said previous commit­ 
ments will prevent him from,

U.S., Russia 
May Join In 
Space Dock 


SPACE CENTER, HOUSTON 
(UPI) —- U.S. Astronauts and 
Soviet cosmonauts could be 
working together by June 1974 
in a Russian space station or­ 
biting 186 miles above earth, a 
manned spacecraft center 
spokesman said Sunday. 
The 14-day mission has been 
planned in virtually every de­ 
tail in a 249-page. 8300.000 study 
coomissioned by the space 
agency from North American 
Rockwell Corp.’s space divi­ 
sion. the spokesman told the 
Houston Post. 
The study suggests three as­ 
tronauts in an Apollo spacecraft 
could be launched from Cape 
kennedv, Fla., at 1 p.m. EST 
June 14. 1974 or 1975 to rendez­ 
vous and dock with a Soviet 
Salyut space station. 
The Apollo would carry a 
special docking adapter the size 
of a small car to lock with the 
Russian ship. 
• The Salyut would have been 
launched from a site in Russia 
Three days earlier and would 
be occupied by three cosmo­ 
nauts who docked their Soyuz 
craft with the station before 
Apollo arrived. 
Apollo crewmen would re­ 
quire a day to dock with Salyut 
and would spend the next two 
days working jointly with Cos­ 
monauts from the Soyuz docked 
at the opposite end of the sta- j 
tion. 
Plans call for three, two-man 
round trips between Apollo and 
Salyut, with each visit lasting 
three hours. Television camer­ 
as would relay the first meeting 
back to earth. 
Following the joint mission, 
the astronauts would undock 
and descend to an orbit 177 
miles high to conduct earth 
resources experiments for 11 
days. The cosmonauts would 
remain board Salyut. 
The spokesman said repre­ 
sentatives of both countries 
have been planning the mission 
for more than a year and a 
mockup of the 9-foot, 2-inch by 
4-foot. 8-inch special docking 
module had been constructed at 
the space center. 
The last joint docking confer­ 
ence was held in Moscow in 
December and results of the 
meeting were kept secret. 
The report says the 1974 
launch date could be met with 
“minimum flexibility” and the 
1975 date would allow for more 
options. 
The docking module would 
have windows, food, lights, 
communications and a waste 
disposal system to accommo­ 
date the astronauts while they 
adjust to the differences in at­ 
mospheres in the U.S. and Sovi­ 
et space vehicles. 
Soviet spacecraft use anitro- 
gen-oxygen mixture at sea level 
pressure of 14.7 pounds per 
square inch, while U.S. Space­ 
craft use pure oxygen at only 5 
pounds pressure. Each transfer 
between the station and Apollo 
would require an adjustment 
period of two and a half hours 
in the docking canister.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Status 
of major legislation: 
Campaign —House passed fi­ 
nally and sent to the White 
House legislation imposing first 
real curbs on campaign spend­ 
ing; also tightens reporting re­ 
quirements.

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Thuy, Rogers Disagree 
On End Of War, POWs 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Ha- 
noi's Xuan Thuy and U.S. Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Rog­ 
ers disagree on how to end the 
Indochina war. and how the 
United States can recover pris­ 
oners of war. 


“ Why doesn't President Nix­ 
on make a statement stopping 
commitment to the Saigon ad­ 
ministration and then the Viet­ 
nam problem would be very 
rapidly settled, both political 
and militarily,” Thuy said Sun­ 
day. 


Roger« retorted “ it is not the 
Saigon regime we're support­ 
ing. We’re supporting the peo­ 


ple in South Vietnam so that 
they can decide their own fu­ 
ture.” 


Thuy and Rogers were inter­ 
viewed in separate half-hour 
segments on CBS-TV’s “ Face 
the Nation.” 
Thuy denied that Hanoi was 
using the prisoners as pawns to 
gain concessions from the Unit­ 
ed States. “ It is Mr. Nixon who 
uses the POWs as pawns, not 
us,” he said. 


Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield insisted today 
that the administration should 
make a straight-forward offer 
of setting a specific troop with- 


drawal date conditioned solely 
to the release of POWs. 


“ I am not interested in what 
North Vietnam may agree to or 
what South Vietnam may. 
want,” the Montana Democrat 
told reporters. 
He said such an offer as 
embodied in his frequently of­ 
fered end-the-war resolution 
would best serve the “ vital 
interests of this nation.” 
If the approach failed “ noth­ 
ing would be lost” and a differ­ 
ent offer could be devised, 
Mansfield said. "The only way 
to find out is to try,” he said. 
Thuy, Vietnam's chief dele­ 


gate to the Paris talks, also 
asked why it was necessary for 
the North Vietnamese to allow 
a team of medical experts tend 
to the captives who may be sick 
or hurt. 
“ If now we let those people 
visit camps it might help Mr. 
.Nixon in his aim...” 
Rogers said the North Vie- 
tamese have been arbitrary in 
discussions about release of the 
prisoners... 
“ They have said, ’we won’t 
return your POWs unless you 
throw out the government in 
Vietnam and meet our other 
considerations.’ It has never 
been any other way,” Rogers 
said. 
On military problems, the 
secretary said. Hanoi has been 
unyielding in making demands 
that would not lead to settle­ 
ment. but complete defeat of 
the United States in Vietnam.

S. Viets Kill 4 Cong Leaders: 
Fighting At Cambodia Temples 


SAIGON iUPI»—South Viet­ 
namese militiamen hurling 
grenades and firing rifles 
stormed a bunker near Phu My 
in the Central Highlands Sun­ 
day and wiped out the Viet 
Cong leadership of Binh Dinh 
province, military* spokesmen 
said today. 
Communist forces hit the 
Central Highlands provincial 
capital of Kontum with rockets 
today and there were reports of 
heavy fighting in southern Laos 
and in Cambodia near the sto­ 
ried temples of Angkor Wat. 
Brisk firefights were reported 
from one end of South Vietnam 
to the other. 
No Americans were reported 
involved in the flareup of 
ground fighting hut one Ameri­ 
can was killed and five injured 
Sunday when a shell exploded 
inside their 175 millimeter gun 
near Hue, 390 miles north of 
Saigon. 
South Vietnamese military 
sources said the South Vietnam­ 
ese militiamen killed six Com­ 
munists, including four top 
leaders, in the attack in Binh 
Dinh province, the Viet Cong’s 
most formidable stronghold in 
South Vietnam. 
The report, if true, would be 
a shattering blow to the Com­ 


munist National Liberation 
Front, the political arm of the 
Viet Cong. Binh Dinh was the 
birthplace of North Vietnamese 
Premier Pham Van Dong and 
is the region where Ho Chi 
Minh built up his Communist 
apparatus in the 1920s. 
U P I correspondent Kate 
Webb reported from Phnom 
Penh that Cambodian govern­ 
ment troops supported by allied 
bombers fought off a North 
Vietnamese ground attack to­ 
day less than three miles from 
the Sth century temples of Ang­ 
kor Wat. 
The report coincided with 
afront page newspaper report 
in Phnom Penh that indications 
were the Viet Cong was trying 
to set up an autonomous state 
in Angkor and install the gov-r 
eminent of Prince Norodom Si- j 
hanouk, now in exile in Peking, j 
The newspaper reports said it 
would be better to invade and 
risk damaging the temples than 
to risk a Sihanouk government 
being set up there. The Commu­ 
nists have held the temples 
since June, 1970. 
UPI correspondent Pon Chan- 
taraj reported from the Laohian 
capital of Vientiane that a 
North Vietnamese regiment 
with mortar and tank support 


attacked and overran the key 
government position of Dong 
Hene in southern Laos on Sun- 
dav night.

SANTA ROSA - City officials 
Saturday called for closer coop­ 
eration from Sonoma County on 
planning unincorporated land 
fringing on city boundaries. 
The main request at the day­ 
long city-county conference 
came from Petalum a as it 
asked county help in carrying 
out its new limited growth poli­ 
cy. 
Petaluma Planning Director 
William C. McGivem said the 
new policy will limit growth to 
500 new living units per year as 
part of a five-year strategy 
plan to control and distribute 
growth. 
City Mgr. Robert H. Meyer 
warned that county planners 
must cooperate and limit devel­ 
opment around Petaluma if the 
plan is to succeed. “We’ll need 
very close cooperation or the 
plan will be an exercise in 
futility,” Meyer said. 
Sonoma Supervisor Ignazio A. 
Vella countered that cities 
wouldn’t be troubled by uncon­ 
trolled growth if they simply 
controlled the extension of utili­ 
ties. He said that if cities didn’t 
make sewerage and w ater 
available, the county would be 
in a better position to reject 
requests for subdivisions. 
Lawrence Andrew, executive 
officer of the Sonoma County 


Local Agency Formation Com­ 
mission, told Meyer that in the 
future all annexation requests 
must first be presented to the 
city involved before going to 
the commission. He said that 
cities should then have more 
control over what lands are 
annexed and how they are de­ 
veloped. 


George Kovatch, county plan­ 
ning director, told the 70 offi­ 
cials that the county general 
plan is in its first stage and that 
city representatives will be 
asked to participate on several 


committees. 
He said the total cost of the 
plan has been estimated at $1.3 
million and that the first phase 
cost of $335,000 has been assist­ 
ed by $90,000 in state and feder­ 
al grants. Kovatch said he be- 
liaved that more grants would 
be available later to help with 
the expense. 
Kovatch said the entire plan 
should be complete in 18- 
months and that smaller but 
more intense studies may be 
done then on the Petaluma area 
and the land around the future 
“Lake Sonoma.” 
In the afternoon session, An­ 
drew said new legislation has 
given the local agency forma­ 


tion commission more authority 
in planning. He said that in the 
future all annexations must 
first be prezoned by the city 
involved- 
County Administrator David 
L. Nichols told the city officials 
that the county tax and revenue 
picture has been dismal and* 
should not improve in the near, 
future. He said that 42 cents of 
the 49-cent county tax increase 
was directly related to higher 
costs for welfare and medical 
care. 


Nichols said that while the 
state requires the county to 
provide the services, it does not 
pay its share of the obligation.

Many Destinies 
In Nixon's Visit 


WASHINGTON OJPD-Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon sets out 
Feb. 21 for a historic meeting 
with the leaders of China. Their 
initial policy objectives are 
modest but the ultimate results 
could shape for generations the 
destinies of many nations and 
millions of people. 
Nixon and Premier Chou En- 
lai have said that the summit 
discussions are designed pri­ 
marily to begin the process of 
“ normalizing” relations after 
22 years of embittered isolation. 
While this is an obviously 
necessary first step, it could in 
itself have considerable impact 
on the policies of countries that 
have been accustomed to play 
Washington off against Peking 
and vice versa. 
Chinese and Americun lead­ 
ers obviously have their own 
ideas for how to take advantage 
of improved relations to futher 
their long-term objectives in 
Asia and other areas. 
Nixon is understood to belive 
that the possibility of achieving 
a quadrilateral balance of pow­ 
er involving the United States, 
China. Russia and Japan will 
improve as Peking moves more 


positively into the mainstream 
of world affairs. 
A number of eminent stu­ 
dents of Asian affairs believe 
this is Nixon’s new design for 
Asia. While under a White 
House injunction not to discuss 
such specifies, high administra­ 
tion officials indicate a quadri­ 
lateral power balance is the 
sort of idea the President has in 
mind. 
They also point out that such 
a plan would appeal to presi­ 
dential adviser Henry A. Kis­ 
singer. the former Harvard pro­ 
fessor 
upon 
whom 
Nixon 
appears to lean more and more 
for foreign policy guidance. 
Kissinger's approach requires 
that each major U.S. move fit* 
into a broad master plan de­ 
signed to achieve Washington’s 
objectives by the most effective 
application of power, prestige 
and persuasion at all possible 
points. 
Nixor. has said that he will 
not try to achieve better rela­ 
tions with China at the expense 
of other nations, another way of 
saying the United States would 
honor its 1955 commitment to 
protect Taiwan against aggres­ 


sion. His statement also was an 
effort to convince the Soviet 
Union that the United States did 
not intend to connive with Pe­ 
king against Moscow. 


The very fact that Nixon is 
going to Peking already has 
stirred the suspicions of the 
Russians, however. Real friend­ 
ship between China and the 
United States would involve a 
major reassessment of the in­ 
ternational power balance. 
Kissinger himself has said 
that Russia’s continuing con­ 
flict with China probably would 
make the Kremlin more willing 
to reduce tensions on her Euro­ 
pean front. 
Chou has made it clear in 
turn that Peking’s concern over 
Soviet and Japanese intentions 
was a strong factor in the 
decision to seek improved rela­ 
tions with the United States. 
Many experts think the situat 
on appears to offer real possi­ 
bilities for a four-power balance 
that would bring greater stabili­ 
ty to Asia. 
Others are not so sure. 
Doak Barnett of the Brook­ 
ings Institute, a life-long stu­ 
dent of Asian affairs, believes 
such a balance already is evolv­ 
ing and that “ there will be 
severe limits on the extent to 
which any of the four powers 
will be able to manipulate the 
balance to its own advantage.” 
He discounts to a great extent 


the possibilihy of “ collusion” 
between any of the four to try 
to upset the equation. The 
Chinese obviously do not agree. 
They fear an eventual alliance 
between Japan and Russia 
which would recreate the situa­ 
tion that enabled Japan to seize 
half of China in the 1930s and 
1940s. 
Dr. Herman Kahn, director of 
the Hudson Institute, also has 
raised the possibility of some 
alliance between Russia and a 
resurgent Japan armed with 
nuclear weapons. 


Earl C. Ravenal of the Insti­ 
tute for Policy Studies, former­ 
ly chief of the Defense Depart­ 
ment’s Asian Division, believes 
any four-power balance in Asia 
would he subject to recurrent 
crises stemming from contin­ 
ued U.S. military support of the 
Taiwan government. 
He would rectify this by hav­ 
ing the United States recognize 
China as having sovereignty 
over Taiwan, abrogate the U.S.- 
Nationalist Mutual Secu rit\ 
Treaty and withdraw the few 
American troops remaining on 
Taiwan. 
Some Chinese Nationalist offi­ 
cials suspect this may be Nix­ 
on’s ultimate decision, despite 
present assurances of continued 
support for the Nationalist gov­ 
ernment. 
Officials and scholars here 
are uncertain just how' Peking 


plans to play her long-range 
cards. As noted earlier, they 
assume Peking’s concern over 
the possible intentions of her 
neighbors was a major factor in 
Chou’s decision to meet with 
Nixon. 


The Chinese premier has 
spoken of the peril posed by 
one million Soviet soldiers and 
1,000 Russian warplanes guard­ 
ing Russia’s 7,000-mile border 
with China. Chinese leaders are 
believed to fear the possibility 
of a pre-emptive strike by con- 
ventionallv-armcd Soviet bomb­ 
ers against Peking’s rapidly 
expanding nuclear war poten­ 
tial. 


What the administration does 
not know—and what Nixon pre­ 
sumably hopes to explore in 
Peking —is how far China will 
go toward establishing friendly 
relations with Washington as a 
hedge against Soviet hostility 
and the possibility —real or 
imagined —of Japanese expan­ 
sionism. 


Kissinger said after his sec­ 
ond visit to Peking that Nixon 
and the Chinese leaders intend­ 
ed to restrict their discussions 
to issues between the two coun­ 
tries. excluding problems in­ 
volving third parties.

China Catching Up 
With Nuclear Arms 


LONDON (UPI>—China has 
no illusions about the Soviet 
Union’s great armed might so it 
has geared its own military 
strength to meet any attack 
from the 4,000-mile-long Sino- 
Soviet border. 


Aside from its conventional 
arms effort, Peking is trying to 
establish an adequate nuclear 
potential for delivery of mis­ 
siles as well as for defense. 


China exploded its 13th nucle­ 
ar test since 1964 on Jan. 7. It 
was of low yield, in the 20- 
kiloton range, but observers 
say it might have been the 
explosion of a device designed 
to trigger a hydrogen bomb. 
The nation has considerable 
resources of natural uranium 
and an atomic energy plant. 
The International Institute for 
Strategic Studies here reckons 
that China now has sufficient 
fissionable material for 120 nu­ 
clear weapons, but that its lim­ 
ited delivary vehicles include 
only 30 TU16 medium bombers 
with an operational range of 
only 1,500 miles. 
The institute said China has 


apparently deployed, mainly in 
northwestern and northeastern 
China, about 20 operational 
missiles with a range of up to 
1,000 miles. 


China is reported to have 
been testing medium range 
missiles since the 1960s and to 
be pushing for an intercontinen­ 
tal ballistic missile. But as far 
as is known, China has still 
some way to go before it can 
start production of ICBMs. 
In 1970, a new missile testing 
site began operating in Man­ 
churia, allowing for flights of 
up to 2,000 miles into the Sing- 
kiang Desert. Peking's main 
nuclear installations are situat­ 
ed in that province. 
China's current conventional 
military strength, according to 
the institute: 
An army of 2.880,000 com­ 
pared with Russias's 3,375,000; 
five armored divisions, two air­ 
borne divisions and 110 infantry 
divisions. The U.S.S.R. has 51 
tank divisions, of which 10 are 
on the Chinese border. 
China has 2,800 planes, most­ 
ly of obsolete Russian design 


and production. A twin-engine 
-fighter is being developed by 
Peking while production of the 
Soviet-type TU16 medium 
bomber is being increased. 
China has some 30 of these 
bombers and is building about 
five a month. The TU16 can 
deliver nuclear weapons. 
The Chinese are producing 
the Soviet-designed MIG21 
fighter and T59 medium and 
T62 light tanks. At least one 
nuclear-powered submarine 
also is under construction, ac­ 
cording to the institute.

Llewellyn Thompson Dies; 
Former Envoy To Russia 


WASHINGTON (UPIMJew- 
ellyn E. Thompson Jr., twice 
U.S. ambassador to Russia and 
known for being a shrewd nego­ 
tiator in sensitive jobs, died 
Sunday after a long illness. 
Thompson, 67, succumbed at 
the National Institutes of 
Health. The NIH clinic said 
Thompson was “quite ill” and 
had been a patient since Jan. 
31. 
His wife, the former Jane 
Goelet, was at the hospital 
when he died, NIHSAID. After 
Thompson’s death, caused by 
cancer, Secretary of State Wil­ 
liam P. Rogers issued a state­ 
ment praising him as “one of 
the outstanding diplomats of his 
generation.” He added, “Both 
President Nixon and I miss his 
sage advice. 
Thompson, semi-retired, had 
been the top Soviet affairs ad­ 
viser in the Kennedy and John­ 
son administrations. He twice 
served as ambassador to the 
Moscow—from 1957 to 1962, and 
from 1967 to 1969—and was 
holder of a presidential award

UAW Asks Court 
To Force Pay Hike 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
United Auto Workers (UAW) 
asked a federal court today to 
force the government Pay 
Board to reverse itself and hon­ 
or in full the union’s contracts 
covering 30,000 aerospace work­ 
ers. 


Another union, the Interna­ 
tional Association of Machin­ 
ists, said it would file a similar 
suit next week for its nearly 
200,000 members working for 
aerospace firms. 


UAW president Leonard 
Woodcock told a news confer­ 
ence that the Pay Board had 
acted “unfairly and irrational­ 
ly” in denying the two unions 
the full 51 cents-an-hour, 12 per, 
cent pay raise during the first 
year of the three-year contracts 
with the aerospace companies. 


The board denied the full; 
raise but said it would approve 
34 cents-an-hour (an 8 per cent 
increase) the first year of the 
contracts and delay the addi­ 
tional 4 per cent until the sec­ 
ond or third year. 


But Woodcock said the 34 
cents-an8hour increase was ac­ 
tually part of the previously 
expired contracts, which prov­ 
ided for that much in a cost of 
living increase over the past

Filipino Device 
Would Put 
Patient To Sleep 
MANILA (UPI)—Four Filipi­ 
no electronics experts are ex­ 
perimenting on an electronic 
device shaped like a stereo 
amplifier which will induce 
sleep in a patient and permit 
surgery without anesthesia. 
Danile C. Ferrer, one of the 
inventors of the device, called 
Dormitron, said the electronic 
anesthesia apparatus can turn 
a person “on” or “off”. The 
device employs electronic sig­ 
nal currents in the audio spec­ 
trum. 
Impulses transmitted through 
two electrodes connected to the 
subject’s temples swirl around 
the person’s brains and depo­ 
larize the neurons, a group of 
nerve cells responsible for 
transmitting and receiving 
nervous impulses. 
Depolarization of the neurons, 
Ferrer said, is a process by 
which the natural state of the 
neurons are disturbed, resulting 
in a person falling asleep and 
rendering him insensible to 
pain.

NEW YORK (U P I)-M ar- 
ianne Moore, a slight but strik­ 
ing woman who celebrated the 
old Brooklyn Dodgers and phe­ 
nomena of the plant and animal 
world in poetry of wit, erudi­ 
tion. and grace was mourned 
and praised Sunday by a presi­ 
dent and a poet. 
Miss Moore died Saturday. 
She was 84.

Miss Moore, a Pulitzer prize 
winner who always appeared in 
public wearing a black tricorn 
hat, had been at times through­ 
out her life an editor, teacher 
and librarian as well as poet. 
She loved to talk about the 
affairs of the day. Of mini­ 
skirts, she said: “They look 
stingy.” She said the Vietnam 
W ar“ really takes the heart out 
of me.” 
Her poems talked often of 
plants and animals, and her 
Jove of baseball and the old 
Brooklyn Dodgers—both she 
and the Dodgers used to live in 
Brooklyn—inspired her to write 
poems about the sport.

economists to find careers in the 
business world was illustrated 
Saturday when four women with 
such careers spoke to the Bay 
Area District of the California 
Home Economics Association at 
the Holiday Inn in San Rafael. 
Speakers were a field home 
economist 
for 
the 
Overseas 
Service Corp.. a food marketing 
consultant with her own busi­ 
ness, a kitchen design specialist 
with her own business and a 
research home economist for a 
South San Francisco-based spice 
company. 
THE IDEA was to point out 
that home economics students 
still in school have a wider 
range than the traditional 
teaching, dietetics, foods and 
clothing to shoot for when they 
graduate. In fact, the home 
economists in business agreed 
that the field is opening up in 
new directions with increasing 
emphasis on good design and 
an expanding food industry, 
which is becoming the fourth 
largest national industry. 
Carolyn Campion of Mill Val­ 
ley opened the program by 
explaining the background she 
gained toward her current job 
as home economist with Over­ 
seas Service Corp. in which she 
travels to 15 Western states 
speaking to military wives and 
working with food service 
clients and contractors. Usually 
they are military commissar­ 
ies. 
Miss Campion took a degree 
in home economics and journal­ 
ism at Iowa State College and 
was trained by General Mills in 
the Betty Crocker kitchens. She 
gave career talks to students, 
did public relations and wrote 
recipe copy for booklets. Next 
she worked on recipe develop­ 
ment in test kitchens, working 
on mixes for pie crust and 
casseroles. That job included 
package design and marketing 
campaigns for products. Then it 
was the flour division, creating 
advertising campaigns tying in 
flour with other foods. 
Next she became copywriter 
for the Pineapple Growers As­ 
sociation through its advertis­ 
ing agency in San Francisco. 
T ravel through 13 W estern 
states followed with her job 
with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture as children’s food 
service consultant. 
“That was probably my most 
rewarding job,” she said, be­ 
cause the people in the child 
care centers and migrant work­ 
er camps were so appreciative 
of the help she could give on 
meal planning and kitchen set­ 
up.

ter than the last three or four 
applicants I have had.” 
The pilot cam e from her 
home in Los Molinos, just north 
of Chico, for a brush up lesson 
last week from Chriss Hansen, 
.who operates the seaplane serv­ 
ice. The inspector came from 
his office in Oakland, where 
testing for conventional pilot 
licenses usually takes place, to 
the Sausalito site, the only 
place in the area where a pilot 
can take a test for seaplane 
rating. 
“ Some of the other inspectors 
were giving me a bad time 
about having to go all the way 
over to Sausalito in the rain,” 
Sacrey said. 
“And for a girl,” the pilot 
added. 
“To tell the truth I had for­ 
gotten it was for a woman,” he 
said. 
The inspector said he thought 
there were approximately 1,000 
women licensed to fly sea­ 
planes. 
“ But that is not many when 
you consider there are at least 
100,000 men,” he said. 
AS THEY walked on the long 
pier to the office Gloria re­ 
marked she did not know if it 
was the cold or her nerves that 
were causing her to shake. 
“ Let’s go into the office and 
get down to the business of 


making out the license,” the 
inspector said. 
Gloria was born in Kansas 
and grew up in Oakland and 
San Luis Obispo, but it was far 
away in a remote corner of the 
world that she took her first 
seaplane flying lesson. 
“ I took my first lesson on 
Mother’s Day last year in Ket­ 
chikan, Alaska,” the mother of 
two little girls said. 
She was living on the island 
in southeastern Alaska, where 
her former husband was em­ 
ployed by the telephone compa­ 
ny. 
“ There just wasn’t much to 
do for entertainment, so I start­ 
ed taking lessons flying float 
planes,” she said. 
Seaplanes are popular in the 
northwestern United States be­ 
cause they are used by hunters 
and fishermen to land in re­ 
mote areas. 
GLORIA KNEW only one oth­ 
er woman seaplane pilot in 
Alaska, she said. Although she 
had 90 hours of flying time in 
Alaska, she could not take the 
test there because the instruc­ 
tor did not have his seaplane 
equipped with all of the gear 
which is necessary for an origi­ 
nal pilots’ license test. 
Shortly after moving back to 
California in October, Gloria 
got her private pilot’s license. 


4l WOULD GO up with her again 
anytime,” said FAA inspector 
Mike Sacrey, as he made out a 
seaplane pilot’s license for Glo­ 
ria Hinon of Los Molinos in the 


Sausalito office of Command 
Seaplane Service. The woman, 
learned to fly in Ketchikan Alas­ 
ka, and plans to get an instruc­ 
tors license in the future. 


She is working on a commercial 
license, necessary because she 
plans to go for an instructors’ 
license. 


Piloting a seaplane puts more 
responsibility on the pilot, ac­ 
cording to the inspector. 


“ It is a cross between flying 
and boat handling but tougher 
because you have to make a 
decision on what direction to 
land, taking boat traffic and 
currents into consideration,” he 
said, while filling out the li­ 
cense. 
“ Your signature please,” he 
said, handing her the pen. 
And Gloria Hinon, signed, of­ 
ficially becoming a seaplane 
pilot.

Chiropractor Feud 
Simmering Again 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON - The running feud be­ 
tween medical doctors and chiropractors is 
about to break out anew in hearings already 
under way by the Senate Finance Committee 
on the Social Security bill (HR 1). 
The question will be whether to include 
chiropractic among the health expenses paid 
by Medicare. There are some 24,000 chiro­ 
practors in the United States, and all but two 
states — Louisiana and Mississippi — license 
them. Approximately 5 million 
people visit chiropractors each 
year. 
According to the Internation­ 
al Chiropractors Association, 
chiropracic is “ that science 
and art which utilizes the inher­ 
ent recuperative powers of the 
body” primarily through ma­ 
nipulation of the spine. It uses 
no drugs, but some practition­ 
ers employ and sell various 
devices for treatment. 
The American Medical Asso­ 
ciation has led the fight to block 
Medicare payments to chiro­ 
practic practitioners. The AMA 
contends that chiropractors 
commonly use spine manipula­ 
tion to treat ailments that are 
not related in any way to the 
spine. 
FOUR FED ERAL insurance 
programs began to cover chiro­ 
practic fees in 1960 but discon­ 
tinued doing so in 1966 because 
of disputes over fees. Accredit-

ed medical schools do not rec­ 
ognize chiropractic. 
In 1968, the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare issued a report on the 
subject, concluding that: 
“ Chiropractic theory and 
practice are not based upon the 
body of basic knowledge related 
to health, disease and health 
care that has been widely ac­ 
cepted by the scientific commu­ 
nity.” It added: 
. . the scope and quality of 
chiropractic education do not 
prepare the practitioner to 
make an adequate diagnosis 
and provide appropriate treat­ 
ment.” The report said chiro­ 
practors were treating many 
ailments which were not relat­ 
ed to spinal problems. 
The last time the case for 
chiropractic in Medicare was 
made before the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee was in Sep­ 
tember, 1970. At that time, Wil­ 
liam S. Day, a state senator in 
Washington, and president of 
the International Chiropractors

Association, said such ailments 
as ulcers, migraine headaches 
and hepatitis were outside the 
legitimate scope of chiroprac­ 
tic. 
A medical consultant to the 
National Association of Letter 
Carriers, one of the organiza­ 
tions dropping chiropractic 
from health insurance cover­ 
age, reported cases of measles, 
mumps, cardiac disease, ul­ 
cers, tumors, cancer, mental 
disease and others accepted by 
chiropractors for treatment. 
Yet, according to the doctor, 
Charles K. Holmes, of Washing­ 
ton, D.C., the X-rays upon 
which these diagnoses were 
based were of inferior quality. 
He said over half were unfit for 
any diagnostic purpose. He said 
that another expert found only 
one spine defect in 300 sets of 
films. 
ONE OF the leaders of the 
battle against chiropractic is 
Dr. Stephen J. Barrett, a psy- 


chiatrist from Allentown. Pa., 
and chairman of the Lehigh 
V alley Committee Against 
Health Fraud Inc. 
He has submitted results of a 
survey to the Senate Committee 
showing that all but a few of 
the chiropractors contacted by 
letter said they would treat a 
hypothetical case of ulcers ac­ 
companied by migraine head­ 
aches. 
In response to another letter 
posing a case of hepatitis, 68 
per cent said they would contin­ 
ue treatment or welcome the 
patient. There were 182 replies 
to both letters. Among the re­ 
plies were many claims of suc­ 
cess in treating these problems. 
Despite the opposition, the 
chiropractor lobby has been 
growing; even the AMA is wor­ 
ried that the chiropractors will 
get what they want unless a 
sudden wave of grass-roots sup­ 
port develops for the AMA posi­ 
tion.

she said. She also worked with 
fortified wheat to test for flavor 
differences. 
She found she needed a 
strong chemistry background, 
and remarked that such labora­ 
tory testing is methodical, not 
creative work. 
With the Dairy Council of 
C alifornia 
in 
Fresno 
she 
roamed 15 counties, working 
with people on nutrition and in- 
service training with college, 
schools and community groups. 
Now she tests stability of 
spice products and recipe de­ 
velopm ent and is beginning 
food photography. She also 
helps with label design and 
development of new products, 
and handles all consumer in­ 
quiries, which are “ getting 
heavier and heavier,” she said. 
“ I’ve spent eight years in the 
field and still find it exciting 
and that lots of opportunities 
are there. We have to create 
our own opportunities,” the 
home economist said. 
JANINE SCHAETZEL of San 
Francisco explained how she 
runs her own kitchen design 
consulting and planning busi­ 
ness, finding the ability of 
seeing her work from the draw­ 
ing board to completion in peo­ 
ple’s home satisfying. 
Also a home economist, her 
work now keeps her behind a 
drawing board much of the 
•time, but she said it has been 
necessary to keep abreast of all 
new furnishing products for 
paneling, flooring and appli­ 
ance developm ent. She said 
that courses in architecture, 
engineering school and a rt 
helped. She em phasized the 
need for studies in design and 
color as well as merchandising, 
having done home furnishings 
selling for a Chicago store. She 
now designs kitchens mainly 
for the homeowner, but said 
related fields might be design 
of industrial and school kitch­ 
ens and feeding facilities. 
BETTY IMES of Sunnyvale 
explained her own business as 
consultant in food service m ar­ 
keting as helping the food serv­ 
ice retailer to know the product 
market and how to get set up 
for good low-cost service, and 
personnel management. She be­ 
gan her business after a strong 
home economics background in 
food service with United Air 
Lines in Denver and operation 
of her own restaurant and ca­ 
tering business there. 
She and two men went into 
business last fall because she 
felt “ people were having lots of 
problems in the food service 
in d u stry ” and a consultant 
could help.

American Music's 
Come A Long Way

has come a

the Marin Arts Quartet juxta­ 
posed a composition by contem­ 
porary James Adair with one 
i,co^on'a* J°hn Christopher 
Moller at its concert yesterday 
afternoon. 


A Respighi piece for soprano, 
and strings, featuring Margot 
Power, and a Dvorak quartet 
rounded out this fascinating 
well attended program at the 
Outdoor Art Club in Mill Valley. 


James Adair’s Quartet No. 3, 
Opus 71, which was given its 
prem ier perform ance yester­ 
day, is a composition with con­ 
siderable power and a genuine 
individuality. 
The quartet members dug 
into its highly complex rhythm­ 
ic structure with gusto. No 
wasted note can be found in the 
four short movements of this 
atonal diatonic work with its 
carefully constructed d isso­ 
nances set within a rich (atonal) 
harmonic framework. 
Condescending Europe of 1770 
would have judged the Moller 
quartet a simplistic, colonial 
boor. It still is an ideal model 
for Mozart’s satirical “ Musical 
Joke. 
Dull imitative entrances 
occur at the beginning of nearly 
every phrase and fade into to­ 
tally mundane cadences. Most 
frustrating was the beginning of 
the first movement’s develop­ 
ment section. The cello led into 


monic change only to peter out 
into utter nothingness. 
But this Moravian composer, 
who among other things made 
numerous public appearances 
p erfo r m in g 
on 
B e n ja m in 
Franklin’s glass harm onica, 
was a pioneer in a new world. 
In that new world his music, 
though primitive, had consider­ 
able merit for the times. 
Soprano Margot Power joined 
the quartet for a definitive per­ 
formance of Respighi’s “ II Tra- 
monto, For Voice and Strings.” 
Based on selections from P. B. 
Shelly, the composition repre­ 
sents themes of life, death, 
love, and finally peace. Miss 
P ow er’s rich, dark, soprano 
voice and deep musical feeling 
for this work resulted in a very 
moving performance. 
Dvorak’s G Major Quartet 
concluded the program. Haunt­ 
ing melodies and dramatic vir­ 
tuosity perm eate this work. 
HarHarmonies constantly slip 
into the distant and mystical 
keys so characteristic of Dvo­ 
rak. 
With the exception of some 
intonation problem s in the 
treacherously high p assages, 
the quartet played this with 
great warm th and m usical 
drive. 
It was a beautiful and inter­ 
esting second program by this 
fine group. The third and final 
concert of the season will be 
presented May 14 at 3 p.m.

Jam es guided his musicians 
— a mixture of young longhairs 
and older men from the swing 
era —- through songs that once 
drifted from radio as jingles 
now pour from television.

Payne is a veteran of Count 
Basie’s band and one of the 
best big band drummers alive. 
He gives the James band its 
swing. But like a clown among 
figure skaters at the Ice Fol­ 
lies, Payne’s talent is almost 
forgotten while one is absorbed 
in his antics. 
He twirls the sticks under his 
legs, lets them fly 10 feet in the 
air, and never misses a beat. 
He and Jam es are the driving 
forces of the band, but they are 
helped out by tenor saxophonist 
Corky Corcoran and saxophon­ 
ist Dick Simpson. 
Corcoran has been with the 
Jam es band for years. His m e­ 
lodious solo of “That’s All” and 
his sporadic duets with Jam es 
delighted the audience. 
Perhaps the best soloist in the 
band is the young, Charlie Par­ 
ker-influenced Sim pson. Al­ 
ready a refugee from the May­ 
nard Ferguson and Thad Jones 
big bands, the 30-year-old Simp­ 


son showed a lot of technique 
and maturity in solos on “Cara­ 
van” and “Opus One.” 
The band played sligh tly 
more modern arrangements of 
old instrumentals like “Tuxedo 
Junction” and “Don’t Be That 
Way,” and did some mellow 
swinging through “ Moonglow” 
and “Cottontail.” 
P ianist Jack Perciful best 
captured the relaxed feeling of 
the band by leaning back and 
looking absolutely bored while 
playing some first-class jazz 
piano. 
The audience responded most 
of all, however, to the vocals 
which were handled very well 
by Rita Graham. 
The stunning Miss Graham is 
an ex-Raelette with the Ray 
Charles band and has devel­ 
oped her own style with the hit 
songs of the 1940s.

Even though the brightness of 
her voice is not ideally suited 
for such heavy stuff, the dark, 
serious songs of Wolf were re­ 
markably expressive. They ex­ 
emplified Miss Caton s consi­ 
derable vocal control, although 
in these more sustained songs 
her diction suffered from a lack 
of applying the necessary ener­ 
gy to the German consonants. 
Miss Caton’s voice and Phyl­ 
lis Murphy’s sen sitive piano 
playing were perfect in the 
d eiicate, fragrant Romantic 
songs of Debussy. “Fleur des 
Bles ’ and “Mandoline” were 
exquisite. Miss Caton, however, 
could have anticipated the sen­ 
suous arrivals in “Beau Soir” 
more effectively. M arvelous 
bass notes in the piano are 
carefully prepared and require 
a special rhythmic anticipation 
by the singer — a stretching 
and lengthening. She didn’t 
quite give enough here. 
The Samuel Barber songs 
were highlighted by the dra­ 
matic “Sleep Now” based on a 
James Joyce poem. With angu­ 
lar vocalizations and dramatic 
power.

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Hughes Book Transcript' 
Said To Be 18 Years Old 


NEW YORK (UPI)-A tran­ 
script with marginal notes in 
Howard H ughes’ handwriting 
that Clifford Irving used as 
proof that an autobiography of 
the billionaire was authentic 
rnay be 18 years old, Newsweek 
magazine reported Sunday. 
An agent of Intertel, Hughes’ 
intelligence network, claimed 
the transcript originally may 
have been used as the basis for 
a long profile on Hughes that 
appeared in Look magazine in 
1954, Newsweek said in an arti­ 
cle in its current issue. 
Stephen White, who wrote the 
I^ook article, 
confirmed that 
tapes and transcripts were 
made of his Hughes’ interviews 
in 1954, Newsweek said, and 
that he thought he remembered 
that Hughes had made hand­ 
written corrections. White, how­ 
ever, said he thought all that 
material had been burned years 
ago. 
Irving, who showed the tran­ 
script to McGraw-Hill Book Co. 
to prove that he had met with 
Hughes in a series of inter­ 
views. was scheduled to appear 
before a federal grand jury 
today. 
The grand jury, investigating 
whether mail fraud or other 
federal offenses are involved, 
summoned Irving and his wife 
Edith to testify behind closed 
doors on the book that cost 
McGraw-Hill $650,000 in ad­ 
vance payments. The company 
thought the money was going to 
Pughes but Edith Irving depos­ 
ited it in Swiss Bank accounts. 


Danish Baroness Nina Van 
Pallandt, a blonde Folk singer, 
said in London she expected to 
fly to New York Tuesday to 
appear before the grand jury'. 
She has stated that she was 
with Irving during a five-day 
visit to Oaxaca, Mexico, last 
year when he claims to have 
had one of his interviews with 
Hughes. The Baroness, howev­ 
er, said she was with Irving 
almost constantly and did not. 
see how he could have met 
Hughes. 
Warrants for the arrest of 
both Irvings have been issued 
by Swiss authorities on charges 
of fraud and forgery. Proceed­ 
ings to extradite Mrs. Irving, a: 
Swiss citizen, were started Sat­ 
urday. But U.S. Government 
sources have indicated they 
want to complete their investi­ 
gation before considering the 
extradition. 
Writer Richard Suskind, who 
said that as Irving’s research 
assistant he met Hughes and 
discussed organic prunes with 
him, left Spain aboard an Iber­ 
ia airliner for New York today 
to appear before the grand ju­ 
ry.

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'We Must Defuse Population Bomb' 
Service Answers Critics 


By JEFF GREER 
Doomsday will dawn in 1975, 
according to a briefcase full of 
data compiled by Norbert Ol­ 
sen, a chemical engineer who 
lives in Novato. 
According to Olsen’s charts 
and figures, in that year — 
unless the birth rate curve is 
flattened out — the world’s 
population will reach the crisis 
point at which makind can nev­ 
er hope to keep food and energy 
production increasing as fast as 
the population. Unless “zero 
population growth’’ is achieved 
by 1975, “ governm ents will 
crumble faster than they can be 
formed” while nations scram ­ 
ble for food, energy and living- 
space, Olsen predicted. He said 
his findings are supported by 
Stanford’s Paul Erlich, author 
of “ Spaceship E a rth ,” and 
many ecologists and other sci­ 
entists. 
Olsen’s graphs incicate that 
in all of m an’s thousands of 
years of existence, E arth’s total 
population did not reach one 
billion until 1830 A.D., doubled 
to two billion by 1930, hit three 
billion by 1956 and will reach 
the four billion mark by 1975. 
If unchecked by famine and 
pollution or other causes, the 
world’s population will be a 
staggering six billion by the 
year 2000, Olsen’s graphs indi­ 
cate. 


NORBERT OLSEN 
Seeks stable population 


Olsen said Saturday that the 
best answer he can offer is a 
worldwide birth control pro­ 
gram he estimated would cost 
$9.5 billion a year. 
Taking a leaf from the chain- 
reaction growth of population, 
Olsen, who lives at 151 San 
Felipe Way, has been spreading 
his warning via the chain letter 
technique. He asked each per­ 
son who agrees with his views 
to spread the word to five or 10 
or more others. “ One man has 


sent out 28 copies of my dats,” 
Olsen reported. 
The Novatan reported he’s 
also sending copies of his paper 
to “the two most powerful peo­ 
ple in the world today — The 
Pope and Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung of China.” 


Though there may be objec­ 
tions on political and religious 
bases to the concept of world­ 
wide birth control, Olsen insist­ 
ed “ the only answers are in the 
m athem atics” of the population 
bomb. “ It’s a mighty big fly­ 
wheel” and the concerned citi­ 
zens of the world must begin 
slowing it, the Novatan said. 


* Asked how compulsory birth 
control could be accepted in a 
d e m o c ra c y , O lsen re p lie d , 
“ that’s a loaded question.” But 
I don’t believe any m other 
wants to see her son starve.” 
The world’s women will see the 
need and exercise powerful in­ 
fluence to halt the population 
rise, Olsen declared. “ It’s not a 
case of whether it’s got to be 
done — it’s when,” he added. 
Olsen said he began to realize 
the population danger in 1960, 
when he decided “ I could work 
24 hours a day creating fertiliz­ 
ers and new ways to help 
produce 
food, 
and 
it still 
wouldn’t meet the need.”

His good reception at the 
sem inar convinced him that 
“ students are more serious 
nowadays than they used to 
be,” Olsen said. 
Olsen does not believe it is 
too late to defuse the population 
bomb. “ We’ve got the people 
and the resources,” he said, to 
come up with a program.

WASHINGTON — In tercity 
passenger tains in the United 
States are chugging through a 
long, dark tunnel of uncertainty 
nowadays. They may find light 
at the end of the tunnel — or a 
blank wall. 
For eight months Amtrak, the 
sem ipublic corporation th at 
Congress established last year, 
has been running the trains. It 
is supposed to run good passen­ 
ger trains so adeptly that it will 
test how much support such 
tram s really have in the United 
States: How many Americans 
will ride them, and along which 
railroad routes. 
In its eight months, Amtrak 
has cleaned up its coaches; 
hired friendlier people to deal 
with the public; begun simplify­ 
ing ticketing procedures; pro­ 
moted vigorously in some parts 
of the country; made an aver­ 
age of 80 Per cent of its trains; 
run on time, it figures. Amtrak 
runs an average of 212 passen­ 
ger trains a day. 
But the increasing number of 
critics in Washington point out 
Amtrak hasn’t even ordered the 
new coaches and locomotives it 
needs; doesn’t know whether 
more people ride its trains than 
rode the railroad-operated ones, 
and has lost so much more 
money than expected that it 
now seeks $170 million from 
Congress for the next one and a 
half years. 
They charge Amtrak can’t 
control the operation of its own 
trains because they’re run by 
the railroads under lenient con­ 
tracts and that Amtrak man­ 
agement has shown little lead­ 
ership 
and 
ingenuity, 
two 
indispensable commodities giv­ 
en Amtrak’s current circum­ 
stances. 
Joseph Vramch, Amtrak en- 
t husiast-turned-critic, speaks 
for many when he grumbles 
that passengers today are say­ 
ing. “The service is good o r the 
Santa Fe Railway, but lousy on 
the Penn Central. That’s what 
they’ve been saying for years. 
Nothing’s really changed under 
Amtrak.” 
Vranich is executive director 
of the nation’s formost passen­ 
ger train lobby group, the Na­ 
tional Associatoc of Railroad 
passengers. 
A m trak 
spokesm en 
say 
they’re working on the specific 
problems critics point fingers 


at, and that most are partway 
to solution. But given the hor­ 
rendous state of passenger 
trains when Amtrak came into 
being, they say, it is taking 
tim e to improve the situation — 
and they’re working as fast as 
they can. The critics hope they 
will have enough time. 


Amtrak’s experimental peri­ 
od is to end in a year and a half 
— July 1, 1973. Then it is to 
recommend to Congress what 
routes should be kept running, 
and which trains should be 
stopped. 
Some here in W ashington 
think that after the deadline 
nearly all the long-haul, cross­ 
country passenger trains will 
go the way of the prairie 
schooner. About ail that will be 
left, they think, is service in 
.heavily populated areas — Bos- 
ton-Washington, as the best ex­ 
ample. Others think this is leap­ 
ing to unwarranted conclusions. 
Critics — including a lot of 
former supporters — are des­ 
perately concerned now that 
Amtrak won’t have either the 
time or money before that deci­ 
sion day to make the big im­ 
provement necessary to coax 
travelers into riding the rails 
once again. They say, and Am­ 
trak agrees, that new coaches, 
locom otives, and promotions 
are needed. Even if the train 
system becomes first-class by 
then, critics warn, changing in­ 
grained habits of travelers — 
from air and highway to rail — 
will be a slow process. 
As a result, critics now 
charge, it won’t be a fair test. 
They say there likely will be 
little increase in riders, and, 
they conclude it’s thus foreor­ 
dained that Amtrak will wind 
up discontinuing most of its 
passenger trains. 
The most cynical suspect the 
Nixon administration has delib­ 
erately tried to engineer the 
derailing of the nationwide Am­ 
trak network by refusing to 
give it enough money to work 
with. They point out that the 
administration wanted Amtrak 
to get less money last year than 
leading congressional sponsors 
proposed and that this year the 
White House trimmed Amtrak’s 
request for supplemental funds 
by $90 million. 
A m trak officials say they 
have both the time and money 
to make this a fair test. And 
they flatly deny the charge that 
the Nixon administration al­ 
ready has written off Amtrak. 
Edwin Edel, an Amtrak vice- 


president, points out that that 
adm inistration is funding a 
h ig h -s p e e d e x p e r im e n ta l 
ground-transportation project; 
th a t an adm inistration-spon­ 
sored report on the Northeast 
corridor late last year recom­ 
mended spending much more 
money for rail transportation in 
that area. These and other de­ 
velopments show, he says, that 
the Nixon adm inistration is 
willing to support rail passen­ 
ger transportation. But, he 
says, “ we have to prove, not 
only to them but to everybody 
else, that what we’re doing is 
the right way to go.” 


Amtrak president Rogei Lew­ 
is says he believes the $170 
million in supplementary funds 
the Amtrak is seeking in Con­ 
gress will provide enough mon­ 
ey for Amtrak to do its job of 
recommending by July 1, 1973, 
the shape of future railroad 
passenger operations in the 
United States. 
“ I believe.” he told a con­ 
gressional committee last fall, 
“ that this money in this two- 
year-period will put us in a 
position to make recommenda­ 
tions to the Congress as to those 
parts of the system that are 
susceptible to rapid develop­ 
ment. 
“ Now, it may be the whole 
system, or it may be that we 
will say that we just cannot do 
anything with certain parts. I 
do not know. I am not prejudg­ 
ing that.” 
Edel points out that railroad 
passenger service has been 
w orsening since the end of 
World War II. During that time 
under the operation of most of 
the nation’s railroads, coaches 
and locomotives aged but re­ 
ceived less maintenance; so did 
trackbeds. Little new equip­ 
ment was purchased, except for 
a specific few passenger lines. 
Passenger service was short­ 
changed all down the line. 
Then last May 1 Amtrak took 
over operation of these passen­ 
ger lines, trim m ing service 
nearly in half as one early step 
toward solvency, and improved 
operation. 
“The general public thought 
that as of May 1,” Edel says, 
“ all the problems that had been 
developing for 25 years were 
going to be solved. 
‘But everyone who knows 
anything about the problem re­ 
alizes this was going to be a 
long, trying job . . . 
“The name of the game: Can 
we reverse the decline of rider- 


ship that has been going down­ 
hill for almost two decades? 
“ What do we have to do to do 
it? 
“And what king of passenger 
train does the public want?”

Unusual Opportunity 


Marin has its biggest field of 
city council candidates in histo­ 
ry for the April 11 municipal 
elections. 


Voters in every city will have 
a choice. 


Novato, with 11 candidates 
for three city council positions, 
has the largest field since its 
incorporation election in Janu­ 
ary, 1960, when 27 filed for the 
first five-member council. 


There are 11 candidates for 
three positions also in Sausali- 
to. the biggest field there in at 
least a decade — exceeding by 
one that of 1964, when 10 as­ 
pired for three council posi­ 
tions. 


THERE ARE AT LEAST two 
candidates for every city coun­ 
cil opening in all except one of 
the 10 cities of Marin holding 
elections. Tiburón has three 
candidates with two spots to be 
filled. 


The total of 68 candidates for 
26 council openings has never 
been matched in this country 
before. Two years ago, there 
were 51 for 24; in 1968, 56 for 
26; in 1966, 57 for 24; in 1964, 51 
for 24 (Tiburón was not yet 
incorporated), and 10 years 
ago, 51 for 21. 


ALL OF THIS GIVES the 
voters a great opportunity to 
select leaders of city govern­ 
ment whose ideas they approve 
and whose philosophies they 
trust. 


How well the voters utilize 
this opportunity will depend 
both on them and on the candi­ 
dates. And it will depend also 
to some extent on the activities 
of civic groups in each city. 
IT WILL DEPEND on the 
candidates because it is up to 
them to state clearly their 
ideas on municipal issues and 
municipal policies. It is up to 
them to give the voters some­ 
thing more than faces and slo­ 
gans among which to choose. 
It will depend on the voters 
because it is up to them to 
learn what the candidates pro­ 
pose and for what the candi­ 
dates stand — and to insist on 
answers to specific questions 
concerning their cities’ future. 


It will depend on civic groups 
because they have the oppor­ 
tunity to provide the aspiring 
politicians with the forums in 
which they can expound their 
ideas to the public and respond 
to the public's questions — 
candidates’ nights, public gath­ 
erings for individual candidates 
or groups of candidates, and if 
possible, questionnaries on spe­ 
cific issues for the aspirants to 
answer. 


If all do their part — the 
candidates themselves, the civ­ 
ic groups, and the voting public 
— the April 11 elections should 
result in every one of the 10 
cities getting a city council 
more aware of and responsive 
to the desires of its people.

Arrigoni's Absence Delays 


Showdown On Smog Board

The environm ental credentials of 
County Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. 
will be on the line next month when he 
votes on whether to fire the legal officer 
of the Bay Area Air Pollution Control 
District. 


Arrigoni. as one of the 18 directors of 
the district, chaired the closed-door meet­ 
ing of its personnel committee that rec­ 
ommended firing district counsel Mat­ 
thew S. Walker. Still new to district 
politics, Arrigoni bought the claims by 
some senior directors that Walker de­ 
served firing after 17 years because he 
and the top administrator. D. J. Callagh­ 
an, were incompatible. 
Arrigoni soon showed signs he regret­ 
ted his participation in the rdcommenda- 
tion. He apparently was shocked by the 
bitterness the committee triggered — 
especially when Walker promptly de­ 
nounced Callaghan and unnam ed di­ 
rectors for shielding industrial polluters 
from prosecution. 


THE ISSUE THUS became not Walk­ 
e r’s firing, but a test of Callaghan's 
support on the board of directors. 
The first test came at last week's 
board meeting, which was attended by 
all but one of the directors — Arrigoni.

His absence was particularly felt in the 
afternoon when one other director also 
took off. As a swing vote, Arrigoni could 
have broken tie votes to save Walker’s 
skin. 
Instead, a showdown vote was set for 
10 a.m. on March 15 in the district office 
at 939 Ellis Street, San Francisco. 
Belated release of the secret charges 
against Walker by Arrigoni's committee 
hardly made the Marin supervisor look 
any better. The charges were absurdly 
thin, alleging only that Walker had failed 
to “ work harmoniously” with Callaghan, 
to “communicate openly and freely" with 
Callaghan, and had “ withheld the full 
extent of his cooperation” from Callagh­ 
an. 
This is an election year, and Arrigoni’s 
constituents have a stake in his perform­ 
ance as a director of the air pollution 
control district. 
Arrigoni's vote could determine the 
future direction of the district — whether 
it continues its business-as-usual attitude, 
or tackles its responsibilities with a 
determination that so far has been impos­ 
sible to detect.

Donald M. Van Dyke of Novato, di­ 
rector of the association, assured us 
when the ads began that there was no 
connection between them and Harbor 
Carriers, the private ferry operator fight­ 
ing the bridge district’s entry into the 
ferry business.

changed his mind when we told him we 
had heard the ads were written by 
Harbor C arriers’ public relations firm, 
the Art Blum Public Relations and Ad­ 
vertising Agency. 
This time, Van Dyke conceded that he 
“got some editorial help out of Art’s 
office,” adding he had chosen the firm 
precisely because it also worked for 
Harbor Carriers. 
“It’s easier to lean on someone who 
has got an interest,” he said. 
Van Dyke did not seem disturbed at 
our suggestion that the connection with 
Harbor Carriers thus could be construed 
to mean his association merely was 
fronting for Harbor Carriers.

The real point is that statistics do not 
explain themselves: statistics are just 
numbers to which we attach meanings.

Nixon's Peace Proposals May 
Appeal To Moscow And Peking 
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FURTHER PEACE MANEUVER ON 
VIETNAM. At the top of the agenda 
which Nixon will take to both Peking and 
Moscow will be new proposals for ending 
the war. 
They were implicit in Kissinger’s se­ 
cret negotiations but not spelled out. 
One of Hanoi’s central demands for a 
peace agreem ent is that the United 
States stop all aid to South Vietman — 
miliatry and economic. Here is what the 
President will propose: 
The United States will end all military 
aid to South Vietnam if China and Russia 
will end all military aid to North Viet­ 
nam. 
After a peace settlement, U.S. econom­ 
ic aid will be available to all of 
Indochina, including $2.5 billion dollars 
for rebuilding North Vietnam. 
Nixon hopes Peking and Moscow will 
join in. 


WILL THESE PROPOSALS APPEAL 
TO CHINA AND RUSSIA? They might - 
for different reasons. 
Neither the Russians nor the Chinese 
want to see North Vietnam dominating 
all of Indochina. This would greatly 
reduce their influence in the region. 
Peking wants to keep the Russians out 
entirely. Moscow does not want North 
Vietnam to become a Chinese satellite. 
Nixon’s plan would help avoid both. 


SHOULDN'T THE AFFLUENT CRIM­ 
INAL PAY? The British have asked that 
question and Parliament says yes. 
A new criminal justice bill becomes 
law in Britain this year. Under it, courts 
will be empowered to make an offender 
bankrupt in cases where the total loss 
suffered as a result of his crime tops 
$40.000. 
The theory is that the embezzler or the 
fraud who figured on spending a few 
years in jail and then enjoying the fruits 
of his crime ought to pay up. 
In Britain, they are tryng to make 
him. 


ALL IS NOT ROSY FOR GEORGE 
WALLACE. By running in the primaries, 
Governor Wallace aims to get a sizable 
handful of delegates for his candidacy a t 
the Democratic convention. But there's a 
catch. 
At the convention, the Wallace dele-1 
gates must take an oath that they will not 
oppose nor campaign against the party 
nominee. 
Wallace is taking no such oath but he is 
allowing his delegate slates to do so. This 
means that, if they keep their word, they 
can’t help Wallace as an independent 
candidate for the presidency. 
THE DEMOCRATS — OUTSPENT 
BUT NOT OUTMANNED. Democratic 
National Chairman Lawrence O’Brien is 
enviously eyeing the mounting Republi­ 
can kitty for the 1972 campaign. The 
GOP may have more than $50 million to 
play with, the Democrats less than half 
that. 
But the Republicans will be vastly 
outmanned. They’ll outspend the Demo­ 
crats but the Democrats will have more 
than double the manpower of the Repub­ 
licans — labor union volunteers at no 
cost — to ring doorbells and get the 
voters to the polls. 
THE NAVY’S MISSION RISING. For 
many years the low man on the defense 
budget totem pole, the Navy is now- 
heading into better seas — more dollars 
and a bigger role. 
With the Army dwindling in size and 
the Air Force curtailed to make room for 
expensive missiles, it is evident that the 
Navy is going to become the cutting edge 
of the administration’s strategy for keep­ 
ing the peace — and to balance Russia’s 
sudden naval expansion. 
There will be cuts imposed by Congress 
on the Nixon defense budget, but Senate 
M ajority L eader Mike M ansfield, D- 
Mont., has assured the White House that 
most of the Navy’s share, including more 
missile submarines and a new-type un­ 
dersea long-range missile system, will be 
approved.

For a minute there 
was silence. I asked a reporter beside 
me, “Do they mean to tell us these are 
the dope addicts?” 
They were. Hardly a handful of them 
looked old enough for high school. More 
than half were girls. They were scrubbed 
and had sun-bleached hair. Many of them 
were smoking. A wave of coughing ran 
through them. Their faces were open, 
vulnerable. 


Barker and the senator talked about 
how the children got there. Barker asked 
a few individuals to stand up and de­ 
scribe their own route. The first was a 
girl who had begun smoking pot at 11, 
,run the gamut through heroin, come to 
the seed and apparently broken her 
habit. She was 15 years old. Several 
others told their stories. They were 
remarkably similar. 
LEGALIZATION OF MARIJUANA, 
that fovorite subject of campus debate, 
was brought up. Barker asked those who 
favored legalizatqon to raise their hands.

The 
widespread idea of a sinister adult gang­ 
ster visiting the playground during recess 
is another outdated assumption.

And when 
they begin at junior high school, ever 
elementary grade level, they proceed 
through different stages of usage fai 
faster than those who first experiment al 
a later age. 
They explained that because it is theii 
own thing, they always defy adults whc 
try to talk them out of it on the grounc 
grown-ups don’t know anything about it 
That is where the Seed comes in.

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18-Year-Olds Stand To Lose 
Something With Adulthood 


Eighteen-to-21-year-olds, who 
in M arch will get most of the 
privileges of adulthood, may 
find there is at least one ringer 
in the legislative package that 
will allow them to do all the 
adult things except drink. 
Juvenile court, which in the 
past has been a refuge to many 
in this age group, will no longer 
be open to them under new 
laws. 
Young people 18 to 21 with 
clean (or at least not terribly 
tarnished i records who were 
living with their parents or 
going to school in the past have 
been eligible for referral to 
juvenile court, where all pro­ 
ceedings are closed. 
In addition to not having their 
cases publicized, the youngsters 
dealt with as juveniles do not 
wind up with adult criminal 
records. 
AFTER THE FIRST week in 
March, “ there will be a lot of 
kids with felony convictions for 
one marijuana cigarette,” in 
the words of one Marin attor­ 
ney. 
Even if his dire prediction 
doesn’t turn out to be true, 
there undoubtedly will be many 
youngsters who will find out 
that adult court is a different 
m atter from juvenile — where 
a certain paternal attitude still 
exists. 
The 18-to-21-year-olds still 
will be eligible for the Califor­ 
nia Youth Authority (as an al­ 
ternative to state prison), but 
they will have to be sent from 
adult court. 


While on the subject of the 
new legislation, it seems ridicu­ 
lous to grant young people all 
the privileges of adulthood ex­ 
cept alcohol. 
If they are going to vote, 
serve on juries, get tired in 
adult court and sign contracts, 
they might as well be able to 
belt a tew beers to ease the 
pain. 
THE LANGUAGE of at least 
some young people, especially 
those involved in the drug cul­ 
ture. is understandably a mys­ 
tery to outsiders. 
A judge in superior court who 
was presiding over the trial of a 
young man accused of a dope 
violation smilingly agreed to do 
some interpreting for a jury. 
“ O.D. means overdose,” he 
answered to one juror's ques­ 
tion. He then explained to an­ 
other that “O.R.” stands for 
“own recognizance,” a term 
meaning release without bail. 
'This one is even a verb—as in 
“I’ve been Or-ed.”) 
But when a third juror want­ 
ed to know what “split” means, 
the judge really gnnned. as he 
compared the term to the old- 
fashioned expression, “ French 
leave.” 
“I even say ‘split’ myself,” 
the judge, who is well on the far 
side of 30, said later. 
Apparently the jurors were 
not prejudiced against the 
young man. however, even if 
they didn't understand his lan­ 
guage. They split on whether he 
was guilty and he may not have 
to face another trial.

British Honduras 
hums with soul music and en­ 
joys a gay Caribbean life style. 
Its 120,000 population rejected 
a U.S.-sponsored treaty in the 
late 1960s which would have 
made them independent but ob­ 
ligated to consult with Guate­ 
mala on m atters of defense and 
foreign affairs. 
THE COLD war which some­ 
times lays a special chill over 
Guatemalan-British 
Honduran 
relations, usually contains more 
sound than fury. 
The border is unguarded and 
a Guatemalan consulate in Be­ 
lize City issues visas as if no 
conflict existed. 
In the present situation the 
B ritish say their show of 
strength is only coincidental to 
the large numbers of Guatema­ 
lan troops in the northern Gua­ 
temalan department of Peten, 
known to be a stronghold of 
Guatemalan guerrillas. 
For their part, the Guatema­ 
lans deny any intention of in­ 
vading British Honduras and 
say the presence of their troops 
along the border is solely in 
connection with the antiguerril­ 
la campaign. 
EL SALVADOR has joined 
the Guatemalans in calling the 
arrival of British troops a pro­ 
vocation and a threat to Central 
Am erican security. R eassur­ 
ances by Washington that the 
British are indeed conducting 
routine exercises has had no 
noticeable soothing effect. 
Few G uatem alans actually 
believe that British Honduras 
ever will be part of their coun­ 
try. The colony would seem to 
have little to recommend it. 
The jungle is mosquito infested 
and prone to hurricanes. It 
produces precious woods and 
chewing gum but roads are 
primitive or non-existent, mak­ 
ing it difficult to exploit.

Ancient Paper 
Is Discovered 


CAIRO (UPD—Archeologists 
digging near Cairo have discov­ 
ered i papyrus document about 
4,000 years old written in Ara­ 
maic, the language of Christ, 
an Egyptian antiquarian said 
today. 


Kamal Mallakh, an authority 
in ancient languages, said it 
was “a major discovery.” 


“This is a very rare discov­ 
ery he said.” The last Aramaic 
Papyrus was found 20 years 
ago on an island in the river 
nile at Aswan.“ 


Papyrus is a reed in abund­ 
ance along the banks of the 
Nile. During Biblical times the 
Egyptians used it to make 
parchment for writing and to 
construct sea-going vessels. 
“The document appears to 
tell of a plan dating from 2,000 
years before the birth of Christ 
for a Syrian invasion of Egypt 
and of how the Egyptians 
countered the plan,” Mallakh 
said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At 
least 139 House members back 
a move to force the House to 
take a vote on a proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
outlaw busing to achieve racial 
balance in public schools. 
This is far short of the 218 
signatures required to force a 
piece of legislation out of com­ 
mittee and bring it to the floor 
for a vote; but the representa­ 
tives who have signed the peti­ 
tion thus far are from 33 states, 
indicating a wide base of sup­ 
port. 


A list of the signatures, ob­ 
tained by UPI, showed backers 
among lawm akers from all 
Southern and Border states, ex­ 
cept for Arkansas, and from 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Cali­ 
fornia and New York. 
Rep. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., 
has had the proposed amend­ 
ment bottled up in his Judiciary 
Committee, although he had 
promised to hold hearings on it 
starting March 1. Southerners 
began collecting signatures on 
the discharge petition in August 
and have continued the effort 
despite Celler’s plans to hold 
the hearings. 
House GOP Leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan is among 
those backing the move. 
The amendment would have 
to pass both the House and 
Senate by at least a 529-thirds 
vote and then be ratified by

three-fourths of the states be­ 
fore it could become part of the 
Constitution. 
The proposed amendment: 
“ No public school student 
shall, because of his race, creed 
or color, be assigned to or 
required to attend a particular 
school.” 
The proposal was introduced 
by Rep. Norman Lent, R-N.Y., 
in a move designed in part to 
avoid a southern label being put 
on the effort. Scores of amend­ 
ment proposals have been intro­ 
duced in the House, and several 
have turned up in the Senate. 
All are aimed at overturning 
recent federal court decisions 
calling for cross-tow n pupil 
transfers to achieve racial bal­ 
ances in schools.

HOLLYWOOD (U P I)-R ed- 
book magazine has an article in 
its F ebruary issue entitled: 
“ TV: Is This What it’s Really 
Like to be Black?” And accord­ 
ing to the black women sur­ 
veyed by writer Jean Carey 
Bond for the article, television 
comes off rather poorly in its 
portrayal of “America’s largest 
minority.” 


Among the women whose 
views were sought by Mrs. 
Bond were 13 asked by Redbook 
to take part in a symposium 
concerning questions that in­ 
cluded how blacks are por­ 
trayed by the communications 
industry. In addition to overall 
criticism, writes Mrs. Bond, 
“Television, because it is the 
most influential and aggressive 
medium, was judged to be the 
major culprit.” She adds: 


“ On the whole, the women 
agreed, television’s blacks ei­ 
ther are depicted as eagerly 
seeking the good white life or 
are integrated into shows in 
token fashion as rather distinc­ 
tive pieces of scenery.” Getting 
down to specific shows, Mrs. 
Bond writes: 


“ Many women pointed out 
that the black TV presence is 
constantly being neutralized by 
the ridiculous contexts in which 
it is placed. Essentially we are 
asked to disregard Greg Mor­ 
ris’ racial identity on ’Mission: 
Impossible’ and encouraged to 
view him as simply another 
pretty face among the superef­ 
fic ie n t C IA -type ’M issio n ’ 
agents.” 


C larence W illiam s, “ who 
plays the black member of 
’Mod Squad,’ a pseudo-hippie 
trio operating as an undercover 
police unit, is generally regard­ 
ed as projecting a negative 
black 
im age,” 
Mrs. 
Bond 
writes. 


As another exam ple, Mrs. 
Bond says: “ Diahann Carroll’s 
highly touted but now defunct 
network show ’Julia,’ a come- 
dy-drama about the widowed 
mother of a small boy, was 
roundly condemned as an in­ 
sultingly unreal slice of black 
life.” 


According to Mrs. Bond, the 
sym posium m em bers singled 
out two shows “as exceptions to 
the general TV rule.” One was 
ABC-TV’s “ Room 222,” and the 
article says it “ won general 
approval as a comparatively 
realistic portrayal of black stu­ 
dents and teachers in an urban, 
integrated high school.” The 
other show was noncommercial 
video’s acclaimed children’s se­ 
ries “Sesame Street,” and Mrs. 
Bond writes: 


“ The program ’s successful 
fusing of black patterns of 
speech, family life, food prefer­ 
ences and history into its for­ 
m at was attributed by panel 
members to the presence on the 
’Sesame Street’ production staff 
of blacks in creative and man­ 
agement positions.”

111., brought the United States 
its second m edal of the XVI 
Winter Olympic Games Monday 
when she placed third and took 
the bronze m edal in w om en’s 
figure skating. 


M iss Lynn, 19, put on a spec­ 
tacular free skating perform­ 
a n c e -e v e n earning a perfect 
6.0 rating from one judge—but 
it w asn’t enough to catch front- 
runner B eatrix “Trixi” Schuba 
of Austria, who built an insur­ 
m ountable lead in the compul­ 
sory figures] 


M iss Schuba, a tall, 20-year- 


old native of Vienna, turned in 
a routine perform ance, playing 
it safe in the free skating, to 
win the gold m edal. Canada’s 
Karen M agnusson won the sil­ 
ver m edal. 


Julie Lynn Holm es of North 
Hollywood, Calif., second after 
the compulsory figures—six de­ 
signs skated under the close 
scrutiny of a judges panel—had 
a poor free skating perform­ 
ance and fell to fourth place in 
the final standings.

Andretti, Ickx Win 
Daytona Auto Race 


By DAVID L. LANGFORD 
DAYTONA BEACH, 
Fla. 
(U P I)- “ Hell, it’s all over 
again.” 


That thought flashed through 
the mind of a frustrated Mario 
Andretti as his factory-pre­ 
pared Ferrari lost a cylinder 
shortly after the start of Sun­ 
day’s six-hour Daytona Conti­ 
nental endurance race. 


But not to be cheated of 
victory again by a malfunction­ 
ing machine, the 31-year-old 
Italian-Ameriean and his cod­ 
rover, Jacky Ickx of Belgium, 
decided to bully their way out 
front on the “ busy freeway” of 
Daytona International Speed­ 
way. 
“ We couldn’t afford to lose 
the time we were losing on the 
banking, so we were trying to 
make it up on the infield.” said 
Andretti after he and Ickx had 
fought their way to the winners 
circle. “ I started changing my 
style and going hell bent. 
“ I drove as hard as I could 
and this is why I had brushes 
with other cars. The slower 
cars wouldn’t see mo coming 
and move into the hole, so I 
brushed them out of the way.” 
Thus Andretti broke his jinx 
after disappointing seasons the 
past tw-o years. With Ickx tak­ 
ing the wheel half the time, the 
winning Ferrari averaged 
124.716 miles per hour, in a 720- 


mile run on the 3.81-mile track 
and road course. All the while 
the three-liter factory-prepped 
car was running on only 11 of 12 
cylinders and its fuel system 
was feeding a “ too rich” mix­ 
ture. Andretti figures that cost 
them 14 miles per hour in 
speed. 
With another Ferrari driven 
by Sweden’s Ronnie Peterson 
and Australia’s Tim Schenken 
finishing second, just one lap 
behind, the “ prancing horse” 
got a foothold on a climb to its 
first world manufacturer's 
championship since 1954. 
And to put the icing on the 
cake, the third Ferrari in the 
Daytona classic finished fourth 
with Switzerland’s Clay Regaz- 
zoni and England’s Brian Red­ 
man doing the driving. 
The strongest challenge came 
from an Alfa Romeo piloted by 
Vic Elford of France and Hel­ 
mut Marko of Austria which 
finished third, two laps behind 
the leader. 
It put Ferrari far out front in 
the race for the world manufac­ 
turer's championship, with 40 
points to Alfa’s 24. 
Still undecided was whether 
Ferrari will enter next month's 
12 Hours of Sebring. the next 
stop on the tour. A Sebring 
spokesman said a contract 
“ still has to be negotiated.” 
Andretti said, “ I’m not positive, 
but I think we’re going there.” 


Andretti, winner of the Indi­ 
anapolis 500 in 1969, said 1970 
and 1971 were his “dark years” 
in racing. It looked like 1972 
was off to a bad start when 
problems with a switch knocked 
him and Ickx out of concenten- 
tion in the Buenos Aires opener. 
“ There is always this little 
stuff going wrong,” said the 13- 
year veteran whose best finish 
in a long-distance Daytona road 
race was third place in 1970. 
“ Here I felt we had somewhat 
of an advantage. But this morn­ 
ing, when we started the race 
and found out we were running 
on just 11 cylinders, I figured, 
hell, it's all over again.” 


The Ferrari team never did 
find the cause. 


Andretti says he has no doubt 
the three-liter Ferraris will 
hold up in the tough 12-hour 
Sebring run. 


“ I say one thing, this is a 
fabulous sports car,” he said. 
“ The engine is very durable.” 


He said the Ferrari racing 
team, headed by young Peter 
Schettv, is “ really doing their 
homework.” 
“ The cars are coming to the 
race track really prepared,” he 
said. 
Ickx, who had to catch a 
plane immediately after the 
race, called Andretti “ the best 
co-driver I’ve ever had.”
